REMARKS 



Claims 1-25 were examined and stand rejected in the Office Action. Claim 20 is 
objected to. In response. Claim 20 is amended, no claims were added, and no claims are 
cancelled. Applicant requests reconsideration of the appUcation in view of the following 
remarks. 

I. Objection to the Information Disclosure Statement 

The Examiner has required references cited in prior application 09/895,133 and submitted 
with the filing of the present application to be re-submitted on form PTO/SB08. A form 
PTO/SB08 listing the references is attached hereto. 

II. Obiection to thie Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of informahties. In response, the specification is 
amended to overcome the informalities indicated by the Examiner. Reconsideration is requested. 

III. Obiection to the Claims 

Claim 20 is objected to because of informalities. In response. Claim 20 is amended. 

Reconsideration is requested. 

IV. Double Patenting 

Claims 1-7 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over Claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,71 1,216. In addition, Claims 8-14 
are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over Claims 8-14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,71 1,216. Claims 15-19 are also rejected on 
the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 
8, 10, 12-13, and 15 of U.S. Patent No. 6,71 1,216. Finally, Claims 20-25 are also rejected on the 
ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 16- 
20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,711,216. 
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In response, Applicant submits a terminal disclaimer to overcome the nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection of Claims 1-7, 8-14, 15-19, and 20-25. 

V. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14, 15-19, and 20-25 would be allowable if accompanied with a Terminal 
Disclaimer to overcome the Double Patenting rejections cited above. Please allow these claims 
in view of the terminal disclaimer submitted herewith.
